Decatur Northern Terminal of Louis- 
ville and Nashville at Present. 
Government Canal Badly 
Damaged—Water Is Re- 
ceding in Mississippi. 


Decatur, Ala., March 31.—Since the 
storm of Friday this has been phe north- 
ern terminal of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. All trains are now running as far 
north as Elkmont. No Nashville mail has 
been received here sinc2 Friday. Today 
the first mail reached here from Chicago. 
Cincinnati and other points north by way 
of Chattanooga. New Decatur is without 
telegraph communication still and. the 
Decatur office is crowded with messages 
from passengers stalled here. 

Among the prominent passengers are 
No2] W. Carter, president of the First 
national bank, Nashville. and Mr. Brown, 
ceshier of the First national bank of Chi- 
cago. A man and wife with twelve chil- 
dren, from southern Mississippi and 
bound for Arizona, are among the side- 
tracked passengers. 

Many Lives Lost. 

The Louisville and Nashville did all tn 
its power to accommodate the passen- 
gers. Twelve banana trains trom New 
Orleans and billed for Chicago are side- 
tracked here for two days, and it is 
thought they will get out tonight via 
Corinth, Miss. Trains started running 
last night to Nashville by Corinth. 

The Tennessee river is on a rampege 
and much damage is reported. Ben 
Jones, a white fisherman, with a wife and 
seven children, living in a/ house boat 
near Riverton, are reported all drowned. 
The wreckage of the buat has been 
feund, but the occupants are undiscov- 
ered, 

A white man natned Birber was 
drowneca in Pint creek and hws. house 
swept away. Jacob Coach, a negro, was 
found drowned in « sink bole. Six houses 
on the Lioyd plantation, north. side’ of 
the river, were swept away. Two hous23 
on the Hurd place were destroyed by 
lightaing. Many other houses wer? 
struck by lightning, but slightly dam- 
aged. Much live stock has bo2n drowned. 

All day stories of loss of life ‘and de- 
struction of property have been coming 
in. An effort wit! b2 made to run passen- 
ger trains to Nashville tonight, but §u- 
perintendent Starks says: it is hardly pos- 
sible they will get through. 

Government Canal Injered. 

Steamer Decatur No. 1

MANY FAMILIES DESTITUTE. 


Great Suffering Caused by Flood in 
East Tennessee. 

Harriman, Tenn... March 31.—The flood- 
tide hzs completely receded in the Emery 
river, and six of the twelve industries 
that were invaded by the high water re- 
sumed operations todav. The remaining 
industries will be running by Thursday 
morning, it is thought. The aggregate 
damage is now placed at $75.000, of which 
amount Mayor Claude Hendricks states 
the city will suffer $1.500 on account of 
washing streets near the river and flood- 
ing of the light and water plants of the 
city. The former will be ready for ser-, 
vice Wednesday night and the latter has 
already resumed. 

Authentic figures place the number of 
families affected by the flood at twenty- 
five. Of these fifteen are totally destitute, 
having lost everything they had. Ten 
families Jost a portion of their effects. 
Only three hcuses were totally destroyed 
here, the remai.ing twenty-two _resi- 
dences being more or less damaged. The 
city council has raised a fund of $600 for 
the relief of thes. familics, and, in addi- 
tions, citizens have contributed consider- 
able beddimg, clothing ard food. Today 
all the horeless families have been pro- 
vided with homes and necessaries of life. 
end every man, woman and child in town 
who desires work is given employment. 
The alx idle industries employ about 250 
people when running. These and many 
more are engaged in cleaning up debris 
from the path of the flood. 

The water was at its highest Saturday 
at nocn, when it reached 60 feet above 
the low-water mark.

Packing Houses Have Been In- 


creasing Prices to Retailers, 
te 


Beef Bought Ready for the Butcher’s 
Block Has Reached Eight and 
One-Half Gents a Pound 
When an Batirée Carcass 
Is Purchased. 


The retail meat sellers of Atlanta and 
the packing house men are sharpening 
theif blades for an-encounter which, may 
go down in history as a skirmish or may 
be recorded as a fight to the finish. 

The Atlanta retail meat sellers were 
yesterday informed by the packing mes 
that beef would, until further notice, com- 
mand 8 1-2 cents a pound, an increase of 1 
cent a pound over the seale of the past 
week. Within a short timie the retail 
meén catering to tne best trade were prac- 
tically, for the first time since the big 
pecking houses have entered Atlanta's 
trade, ready to form a combination limit- 
ing the prices demanded of them by the 
packers or increasing their selling price 
to the customer. 

The packing men when advised of the 
situation simply smiled, asserting that it 


was the kick which came everv now and- 


then. 

Bills in the retailers’ shops show that 
the price of beef, the best quality, was 
made to them by the packing houses yes- 
terday morning at 81-2 cents. Last week 
thé samé, beef, by the statement of the 
retailer, Gas 71-2 cents. The advance of 
1 cent a pound to the retailer necessi- 


tates a loss of that amount to him, as the 


rétailer could not advance his prtces, the 
ecnsumer having already asserted that 
he was paying his Mmit, and in instances 
a declaration being made that that limit 
was too high even then. All along the 
line from one end of Peachtreé street to 
the end of Whitehall street the retailers 
were up in arms and réady for a resist- 
ance. 

‘What gocd wilj it.de fér us to ma ae 
fight,’’ said a Peachtree meat man. he 
packing hous® men have the. handle in 
this fight and we have no chance what- 
ever to win. They are arbitrary and we 
have but one weapon with which to fight 
them. That weapon is to raise the price 
to the consumer. Now no one in Atlanta 
knows half so wel! as the retailer knows 
that the consumer will not stand the 
raise. No, tHere is but one wees for the 
retailer—that is to accept the meat at the 
prices the packers demand and sell it at 
the scale in vogue for so many years in 
Atlanta.’’ 


Meat Men Talk. 

“Why do the packing men advance the 
prices?” was asked. 

“That’s a question we can’t answer,’’ 
put in another prominent retailer... “All 
we know {is that from time to time we are 
notified of the advance and if we don’t 
meet it we don’t get any meat. There is 
no use saying we will not pay the prices 
asked. If we don't pay the prices laid be- 
fore us we must. either open a butcher 
pen of our own or go out of business.” 

The 71-2 cents for beef last week had 
prevailed for two months. Previous to 
that date the same grade of beef had 
ruled at from 63-4 to 7 cents end those 
figures were posted for months prior to 
the first increase.

OY DEMOCRATS REFUSED 


Tawney and Metcalf of the Republi- 
cans Oppose Measure to Last. 
Bill Provides for 20 Per 
Cent Concession to 
Cuba. 


Washington, March 21.—The ways and 
means committee, by a vote of 12 to i, to- 
day cidered a favorable report on the 
Payne bill for a 4 per cent tariff conces- 
sion to Cuba, and Mr. Payne subsequent- 
ly reported it to the house. Eight repub- 
licans voted for the bill in the committee, 
Two republicans—Tawney, of Minnesota, 
and Metcalf, of Calfornia—voted against 
it. No amendments on the reciprocity 
features wert made, but by general con- 
sent the United States contrac: ja~bor laws 
were included with the. naturalization 
and exclusion laws as applicable*to Cuba. 

A series of democratic amendments for 
general tariff revision were defeated on 
strict party votes. Another series of 


amendm:nts by Mr. McClellan, democrat, 


of New York, changing the reciprocity 
rate to 50 per cent, 40 per cent, 33 1-3 per 
ceit and 25 per cent were defzated suc- 
cespively, 2 to 13. 

An amendment by Mr. Tawney, striking 
out the differential on sugar, was ruied 
out by Chairman Payne ase not germane, 
and on an appeal from the decision of 
the chair the latter was sustained, 9 to 6. 

The final vote in detail was:

Chairman Payne promptly ruled this 
out of order, as not g2rmane, whereupon 
M-. Tawney appealed from the ruling of 
The chair. On the vote the chair was 
sustained, 9 to 6. Mr. Metealf voted with 
the other republicans in support of the 
chair, making Mr. Tawney the only re- 
publican asguinet the ruilinrg.

Democratic Amendments ‘Rejected. 

The democratic 
offering amendments. Mr. McClellan's 
came first, to raise the reciprocity con- 
cession to 50 per cent. Mr. Richardson 
Was the only one to join Mr. MicClellan, 
the other democrats and all the repub- 
licans voting against the increased rat, 
making the vote 2 to 13. Similar adverse 
votes were given on each of the McCtlel- 
lan amendments. 

Mr. McClellan then moved to take off 
the limit of the Payne bill to Dec2mber 
1, 1903, so that reciprocity would continue 
indefinitely. This also was defeated, 2 
to 13. 

Mr. Newlands, of Nevada, proposed as 
& new section that Cuba be: invited to 
become a part of the United States. This 
Was ruled out as not germane. Mr. New- 
lands:then announced that he would vote 
against the bill. 

Mr. Richardson, the ranking democrat, 
cffered several amendments in behalf of 
his party colleagues, all of them being 
ruled out, and the ruling sustained by 
strict party votes. Thes: amendments 
were: . 

First, for general tariff revicion; second, 
for tariff, reduction on American made 
articles @011 more cheaply abroad than 
in this oountry; third, removing duties 
on trust-made articles; fourth, revision 
of the iron and steel schedule as pro- 
posed by the Babcock bill; fifth, for free 
wood pulp used to make printing paper. 

The final vote was then taken on re- 
porting the Payne bill. 

This cloésed the struggle, and Mr. Payne 
anrounced to his -colleagues that the 
reciprocity bill would be called up one 
weck from tomorrow. 

Payne Reports Bill. 

Chairman Payne reported the bill ‘to 
the house later in the day. His report 
explains the depressed condition of the 
Cuban sugar industry, due to the world’s 
Overproduction of sugar, and says: 

“This ocndition threatened grave dis- 
aster to this, the principal industrial 
product of Cuba. It ts true that labor in 
Cuba is, and for the past three/ months 
bas been, fully ployed at fair wages, 
and that there Aas been no famine or 
distress. But all the evidence received 
points to the conclusion that the financial 
cmsis threatened involves the most se- 
ricus consequences. 

“As we have performed the part of a 
guardian up to the present moment, and 
are about to send the ward forth into the 
world, we cannot afford to take the risk 
of her failure, if a little timely aid will 
insure success.”’ 

On the other hand, the report says: 

“It can work no injury to our industry 
if we make this small reductian on Cuban 
sugars. The enactment of this bill will 
not affect the protection of the sugar 
producers of the United States. 

“There is no reasonable pretense that 
the same reduction upon other Cuban 
products wil) injure any other American 
endustry.”’ 

Pianters Will Get Benefit. 

The report further states that the plant- 
ers and not the refineries will receive the 
benefits of the reduction, and that Cuba 
offers a good trade in return. ‘Under 
the provisions of the bill,”” Mr. Payne 
says, “we should be able to double the 
amount of our export trade with Cuba, 
which amounts to $28,@0,000 «more than 
that we obtained in the last fisca] year. 

The report concludes: 

“‘Aside from the exceptional case that 
Cuba presents, the action of the commit- 
tee is in entire accord with the reciprocity 
doctrine of the republican platform and 
the declarations of President McKinley 
and President Roosevelt. It involves no 
proposed revision of the tariff or anything 
not entirely in harmory of the mainten- 
ance of the protective system.”

Washington, March 31.—During the en- 
tire. session of the senate today the olev- 
murgarine bill was under consideration. 
Three speeches were delivered, two in 
support of the measure and one against it. 

Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, made 
an extended argument in opposition to 
the bill, reinforcing cogently and interest- 
ingly points heretofore made against the 
proposed legislation and adding some new 
dnd: forceful -arzgumenis.. This was Mr. 
Simmens’ maiden speech in the senate 
and he was cordially congratulated a: its 
conclusion. 

Mr. Dillingham, of Vermont, presented 

a strong legal argument, in support of 
the measure, in the course of which he 
vigorously arraigned the manufacturers 
of oleomargarine for imposing, as he said, 
a fraud upon the pevple. 
In supporting the pending bilt Mr. Mc- 
Cumber,. of Nortn Dakota, expressed the 
belief that the farmers of the country 
weré entitled to the protection afforded by 
the bill. Incidentally, he advocated gen- 
eral pure food legistation. 


For Government of Philippines 
“Mr. Lodge, chairman of te committee 
on Philippines, in repoMXing the biil tein- 
porarily to provide for ‘ne administratton 
of the affairs in the civil government of 
the Philippine islands, said he hoped to 


an early date. 
Mr. Rawlins, of Utan, of the satne com- 
mittee, offered an amendment to the 
Fhilippine government bill, in the nature 
of a substitute for it. 1: represents the 
views of the minority of the commiztee. 
Bills were passed providing an ad- 
ditioral circuit judge in the seventh judi- 
cial circuit and to pay $2,515 to members 
of the life saving crew for losses sustain- 
ed by them in the Galveston hurricane 
ot September §&, 190.

Mr. Dillingham insisted that oleomarga-~ 
rine and j] other food products ought to 
be sold for what they actually are. 

Mr. Dillingham made a particularly 
sharp arraignment of the manufacturers 
or oleomargarine and butterine for the 
fraud which,, he: said, they comrhitted 
upon the public, and he cited many in- 


stances of the practice of- fraud. .He said 


that the American people were getting 
tired of being humbugged in their food 
products and were démanding the enact- 
rent of pure food legislation.

He Says Every North Carolina Mem- 
ber Would Resign Seat Rather 
Than See Those Conditions 
Resumed—Beall Attacks 
House Rules. 


Washington, March 31.—The house to- 
day entered upon the consideration of the 
sundrg civil appropriation bill, complet- 
ing the general debate before the close of 
the session. Little of the speech-making 
today was pertinent to the bill. Thre: 
speeches, by Messrs. Williams, of Mis- 
sissippi; Pou, of North Carolina, and 
Spight, of Mississippi, were upon the pro- 
posed investigation of the southern fran- 
Bell, of Colorado, 
discussed the financial bills before the 
house, Mr. Payne, chairman of the ways 
and means committee, reported she Cubaa 
reciprocity bill and gave notice that he 
would call it up a week from tomorrow. 

Mr. Cannon, in charge of the sundry 
civil bill, explained that that measure 
carried $49,323,0., being $12,455,512 less 
than the estimates and $12,572,012 less than 
tne current law. He pointed out that last 
year $41,000,000 for war taxes were re- 
moved and this year $76,000,000 were to 


-be removed, making a total reduction of 


revenues in two years of $111,000,000. 
Great Sum for Washington. 
With regard to the project for beautify- 
ing Washingion by a vast park scheme, to 
cost ultimately  $200,000,000, Mr. Cannon 
said the committee had recommended the 
policy of having the District of Columbia 
pay half of the cost and of proceeding no 
faster than the district was able to go.

Klutz, of North Carolina, said it was no- 
toripus that millionaires were coming to 
Washington to escape taxation. 

Mr. Bell, of Colorado, taking advantage 
of the latitude allowed in debate, dis- 
cussed at some length the growing in- 
fluence of the senate and the retrogression 
of thé house as an influence in legisla- 
tion. 

He declared that as a deliberative body 
the house of representatives had ceased 
to exist. It was absolutely controlled 
now, he said, by a few men and the great- 
est trust in the country today was the 
legislative trust. 

Mr. Bell also severely criticised the 
banking bil', now pending in the house, 
whicn, he said, proved that the national 
banks are fair weather institutions and 


could. not stagd the stress of financial 


storms. 
Spight and Pou Defend South. 

Mr. Spight, of Mississippi, and Mr. Pou, 
of North Carolina, spoke on the question 
of the disfranchisement of the negro in 
the south. The former appealed to the 
republicans not to disturb the era of 
the late 
President McKinley, and the latter, after 
describing the manner in which 900 ne- 
groes had been inducted into office in 
North Carolina between 1894 and 1899 
through a coalition between the republi- 
cans and populi@s, said that the demo- 
crats, having again secured control, then 
proceeded -to disfranchise as many ne- 
groes as possible. 

“If our representation is to be reduced 
for that,’’ said he, ‘‘we are willing to 
submit to it. There is not a member 
from North Carolina who would not pre- 
fer to sacrifice his seat here than go back 
to the conditions that existed prior to 
1900.”” 

Mr. Pou called attention to the resolu- 
tion he had introduced to investigate the 
alleged campaign Corruption funds raised 
in the north. If election laws vere to be 
investigated in the south, he said, he saw 
no reason why the corruption of the bal- 
lot in the north should not also be in- 
vestigated. 

Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, discussed 
the question of Chinese exclusion from a 
philosophical standpoint. He insisted that 
the Chinese problem on the Pacific coast 
was insignificant compared with the ne- 
gro problem in the south. The south, he 
said, had always stood with the people of 
the Pacific coast against the invasion of 
the Mongolians, but when the south need- 
ed help it received none. 

Mr. Williams defended the franchise 
provision of the Mississippi constitution. 
He contended that the Mississippi con- 
stitution did not abridge the right to 
vete under the constitution of the Umited 
States. 

The general debate was then closed. 

At 4:50 p. m. the house adjourned.

‘Senate Committee on Islands 
| Aathorized Favorable 
Report on Measure. 


CONTROL OF THE ISLAND © 
VESTED IN COMMISSION 


No Hint of Possible Change—Amend- 
Brent Adopted Providing for 
Census After Peace Is Re- 
stored-Silver Coinage 
Provided For. 


Washington, March 31.—The senate com- 
mittee on the Philippines today com- 
pleted tue consideration of the bill pre- 
scribing a form of government for the 
Philippines’ government and’ authorized 
Senator Lodge to report it to the senate 
after voting Qwn the democratic substi- 
tute by & party vote. The amendment 
providing for a census of the population 
of the islands was as follows: ~ 


“Whenever the existing insurrections 
in the islands shall have ceased and a 
situation of peace is established therein 
and the faci; shall be certified to the 
president by the Philippines Commis- 
sion, the preddent, upon being satisfied 
thereof, shall order a census of the 
islands to be taken; such census in its in- 


quiries relating to the population shall - 


take and make so far as possibile full 
report for all tae inhabitants, of name, 
age, sex, race or tribe, whether native or 
foreign born, literacy in Spanish, native 
dialect or language, or in English, and 
ownership of homes and such other in- 
formation separately for each island, 
each province and municipality or other 
civil division, needful to inform the pres- 
ident and congress concerning the capac- 
ity, fitn@;s and readiness of all the people 
of the Philippirfe slands and of particulaT 
islands, provinces and municipalities, and 
other civil divisions, for the establishment 
and mainiainagice in the Philippines or 
certain of them of a permanent repre- 
sentative governmat. 

“After the completion of the census the 
Philippine com@nission is required fully 
to report to t@e president and congress 
recommendations base@i on such census 
and upon the operation, of the local gov- 
governments provided for wether or not 
all or certain of the Philippine islands 
are capable, fit and realy for the estab- 
lishment of a permaneat popular repre- 
sentative government.” 

Commission Continued. 

The Philippine commission is continued 
in effect and there is np further hint of a 
possible change. 

The following provisim is made for the 
extension of the commiision’s authority: 

“That the Philippine commission is 
hereby authorized and ditected, in its dis- 
cretion, to continue to establish additional 
municipal and provincial governments in 
the Philippine islands wth popular rep- 
resentativee government, so far and so 
fast as communities in‘’sich civil divis- 
ions are capable, fit andj\ready for the 
same, qualification of ele@&tors in elec- 
tions, in municipalities anq provinces to 
be the same as now aan by law for 
electors in municipal electijns; and said 
Philippine commission, whenever they 
find the inhabitants of lawful age in such 
municipalities and provinceg capable, fit 
and ready for such extensiqm, shall in- 
clude the same among the ebPctors, with 
the purpose of gradually extetding to mu- 
nicipaliu.es and provinces perhanent pop- 
ular representative governm@t”’ 

Other features of the bill rdate to the 
details of the commission’s aiministra- 
tion. \ 

The provision concerning th4@ currency 
to be used ‘in the islamds coverssix pages 
of.the bill. After authorizing tk Philip- 
pines government to establish| a mint 
at Manila and extending the coimge laws 
of the United States so far applkable to 74 
the islands, the following is ins@ted as 
a second section: 

“That the said Philippines government 
is authorized to coin silver dollar which 
shall contain four hundred and sixteen 
grains of standard silver and the sBiand- 
ard of said silver coins shall be such that 
of one thousand parts bv weight, nine 
hundred shall be of pure metal andg one 
hundred of alloy and the alloy shal be 
of copper; and upon the silver ddlar 
there shall be devices and inscriptions to 
be prescribed by the government of.the 
Philipines islands with the approval of 
the secretary of the war of the United 
States, which -devices and inscriptions 
shall express or symbolize the sovereign:y 
of the United States and that it is coin 
of the Philippines islands together with 
the denomination of the coin expressed 
in English and Chinese characters and 
the date of its coinage. 

“That any owner of silver buillion may 
deposit the same at the mint in the 
Philippines islands to be coined therein 
as before provided. Silver bullion brought 
to the mint of the Philippine islands for 
coinage may be received and coined by 
the proper officers for the benefit of 
the depositors. Provided that it shall be 
lawful to refuse at the mint any deposit 
of less than 100 dollars and also any bul- 
lion so base as to be unsuitable for the 
operations of the mint; and provided al- 
so, that when gold is combined with said 
bullion in such small proportion that it 
canot be separated advantageously, no 
allowance shall be made for such gold to 
the depositor.”’ 

Silver Dollar Legal Tender. 

The silver dollar is made a legal tender 
in the philippines. There is a further re- 
quirement that the depositor of bullion to 
be coined shall be required to pay one 
cent for each piece coined. 

Authority is given for the coinage at 
San Francisco at the request of the Phil- 
ippines government of the silver dollars 
authorized by the act, but it is required 
that the silver coined at the San Fran- 
cisco mint shall have been produced in the 
United States. Silver certificates of not; 
less than $10 in denomination = ar 
authorized. e 

Authority is also given for the coinag 
of a subsidiary Philipines coinage consis 
ing of half dollars, and of twenty centa 
ten cent pieces. The coinage is to 
conducted under the authority of ‘tf 
Philippines government with the # 
proval of the secretary war of fe 
United States and there is a provign 
that the dollar. and subsidiary coins#s 
used under the Spanish authority majbe 
recoined into subsidiary coins hy he 
Philippines government without ecomlt- 
ing the secretary of war. Minor coip of

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Macon, Ga., March 31—(Special.)—There 
was a serious accident this morning about 
9 o'clock to a freight train on the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah nailroad a few miles 
from Macon. 

Some twelve or fifteen persons were 
hurt, but only two of them, Henry Causey 


: and Wilson Philpot, were badly injured. 
|, They are negroes, and may be fatally in- 
| jured. 


All 
except two. 
Causey and Philpot were brought to 
the city and sent to the hospital. Causey 
was the worst injured. One of his arms 
was cut off and “he received internal in- 
juries. His legs were also badly in- 
jured. 

The train was from Vidalia and was 
the second one to come from there over 
the Macon, Dublin and Savannah line 
Since the road was completed from Dublin 
to Vidalia. The injured men composed a 
gang of workmen in the service of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. They 
had been engaged constructing a téle- 
graph line from Dublin to Vidalia and 
were being brought back to Macon ina 
freight car, having completed their work. 

Cause of the Accident. 

The accident was caused by the breaking 
of a flamge on the wheel of one of the cars 
in the middle of the train. Several cars 
were badly wrecked. A car of lumber 
fell upon one of the freight cars, com- 
pletely crushing it. 

There were twelve cars in the train, but 
most of them were empty. They seemed 
to be in good condition when_the train 
started from Vidalia, so the officials claim, 
and the accident was one that could not 
be avoided. 

The regular passenger train due in Ma- 
con this morning at 10 o’clock was fol- 
lowing immediately behing the freight 
and the passengers had to be transferred 
at the scene of the wreck and were 
brought to Macon in cars that were sent 
from the city.

They are prop- 
erly uttering strong protests against 
the policy of horizontally raising pre- 
mium rates everywhere without just 
discrimination. 

To what purpose has Atlanta labor- 
-ed and expended money for years to 
perfect a fire department that in effi- 
ciency is second to none in the coun- 
try? Its discipline, equipment and 
work have been commended by tae 
underwriters themselves as unequal- 
ed; it is taken as a model by other 
cities and its chief is summoned by 
them to aid in making their depart- 
ments like ours; and our record of 
frre losses is a phenomenally low one 
as compared with scores of other 
cities of equal population and hazards. 
Have we supplied this splendid se- 
curity for the risks of the insurance 
companies without apy right to recom- 
pense? 

Why should we vote upon the city 
large bond issues and annual interest 
charges and make large outlays for 
maintenance of first-class wafer 


works, pumps, mains and hydrants, 
primarily for fire-fighting purposes, 
if none of them are to be taken into 
account by the insurance companies 
in estimating risks and apportioning 
premiums? Do these things weigh 
nothing in favor of Atlanta to war- 
rant more favorable rates than are 
given to other towns that have none 
of these things and still fight fires 
from street cisterns with bucket- 
toters? 

It certainly looks emphatically un- 
fair for the insurance underwriters to 
withhold credit for our outlays, equip- 
ments and proven efficiency for prop- 
erty protection. Those things afford 
them their very highest security and 
justice demands that they be willing 
to pay some premium themselves for 
such security to their risks. There is 
no element of fairness in the general 
raising of premiums without regard 
te the comparative safety of property 
in the localities covered by. the rates. 

Tne people of Atlanta feel that 
they deserve fair rates proportioned 
to the risks as they exist actually in 
Atlanta and will not be satisfied with 
other treatment by the companies.

Yet, because 
they are of a political complexion the 
opposite of the party in power, they 
are practically left out of the account 
in the distribution of national honors 
and favors. 

The president has a cabinet of eight 
members. Equitably proportioned ac- 
cording to population and interests, 
three of the number should be from 
the south;’ yet omly one, Secretary 
Hitchcock, comes from the south and 
from the border state of Missouri, 
that is almost as much a western as 
a southern state. 

There are nine justices of the su- 
preme court of the United States and 
only two of them from the south, 
There are six ambassadors to foreign 
countries and only one from the south. 
Out of twenty-four ministers plenipo- 
tentiary abroad there are but three 
from southern states. And of twenty- 
eight secretaries of legations and em- 
bassies there are but two southern ap- 
pointees. 

In the appointment of commission- 
/ers to .ne Pan-American congress, al- 
though the south is vitally concerned 
in larger relations with the Spanish- 
American countries, we drew one del- 
egate, a resident of West Virginia. 
And when it came to naming envoys 
to the coronation of King Edward the 
south was without a name in the pot. 

There is no complaint against such 
palpable discrimination against this 
section that will lie upon other than 
sentimental grounds.

DECOY LETTER MAY 
PROVE. WORTHLESS 


Prisoner’s Attorney Questions Worth 
of Missive Which Led to Arrest. 


FINE POINT OF LAW SPRUNG 


Appearing for a 
Raise a Point 
Is 


Colored Lawyers, 
Negro Prisoner, 
in Which Interest 
Centered. 


Fine points of law, points so delicate 
and intricate that the highest tribunal 
of the country may have to pasq upon 
them. were sprung in the United States 
court yesterday 4uring the trial of a 
negro boy, J. A. Josey, a special de- 
livery messenger, who is charged with 
having opened and rifled a quick delivery 
letter. re 


And the question which may yetmd 


its way into the United States supreme 
court was sprung by Johnson, the negro 
lawyer. 

The prisoner. entered a plea of not 
guilty and when the jury was ready to 
hear the evidence United States Assist- 
ant District Attorney George Bell appear- 
ed to care for the government, while 
Johnson and Malone, the two colored 
lawyers, showed up for the prisoner. The 
evidence showed that losses in the post- 
Office had been brought to the attention 
of the secret service department and 
that Secret Service Agent Berry had 
prepared a decoy letter in which three 
marked dollars had been placed. The let- 
ter was addressed to Isak Sylvester, care 
of general delivery. It was turned over 
to Josey for delivery, but never reached 
the party named on the envelope. The 
eulfearrier was arrested and when he 
was searched the money was found on 
him. When $he took his feet for the 
prisoner Johnson, th> negro law- 
yer, sprang something of ae sen- 
s.tion on the prosecution. He §re- 
quested the court to direct a verdict of 
acquittal and based that request upon 
two points, adding that the prosecution 
had not made out a case. Attorney John- 
son then claimed that the missive whicn 
led to the arrest of Josey was not in 
the sense of the postal laws a letter. 
because it was a decoy letter, ‘‘addressed 
to a fictitious person and to an impossi- 
ble addtess,’’ and ‘‘that the letter had 
never been properly in the mails, nor 
was it intended to be conveyed by the 
mails.”’ 

The government contends, through its 
attorney in the case, Mr. Bell, that a 
letter Addressed to a fictitious person and 
even to an impossible address, when pre- 
pared by a postoffice inspector for the 
purpose of catching a thief employed in 
the office, with the result that the létter 
came into the suspected party’s hands 
and was either stolen or rifled, is a letter 
in- the meaning of the statute. 

The case will be resumed upon the 
opening of court this morning with as- 
sistant district attorney upon the floor. 
Some delicate points of law are one of 
the probabilities during this morning's 
session of court.
